Now Symbol of Mope 


Washington Woman to Use It to Save Newspaper 


for Her Sons 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Now that the famous Hope 


diamond is in a pawnshop it may be that the cycle of mis- 
fortunes that have followed the family of Edward B. McLean 
ever since he purchased the most troublesome jewel in the 
world, back in 1912, are ended. 
great blue and white stone, which aO 
French traveler brought back from 
India in 1683, nobody has ever heard 
from it. Death, violence, loss have 
followed in the trail of the diamond 
through half a 
dozen 
generations. 


Whoever owned it can expect trouble, 
tragedy and anguish. 


But McLean bought it anyway. Now 


with her fortune gone, his wife is 
putting it up for security in an at- 
tempt to save the Washington Post/3 
a heritage for her sons, John H.. Mc- 
Lean, 111, and Edward B. McLean. 


Paid ?300,000 for Gem 


Not to have enough money to fi- 


nance their business and social in- 
terests was the last catastrophe which 
either McLean or his wife ever ex- 
pected. As the son of John R. Mc- 
Lean, owner of the Cincinnati En- 
quirer and Washington Post, he was 
an heir to the father's fortune, esti- 
mated at anywhere from ?40,000,000 
to $10000,000. Evelyn Walsh was the 
daughter of Tom Walsh, who 
had 


made millions out of his Colorado 
gold mines. 
More than 20 years ago McLean 


Carticr. He paid $300,000 for it, and 
brought the sinister jewel through 
gave it to liis wife for an ornament. 
It would look rather dazzling on her 
parly gowns. He remembered, though,

Par- 
ticularly is .this true of those ministers 
who claim to be evangelists; Several 
times I have incurred the disapproval 
of my own church by this liberal dis- 
position on my part. But of this I 
need not now speak. • 


When the present evangelistic effort 


was announced for Hope, I could not 
help recalling: the travesity on evanj 
gelism we had in this community last 
year. But without debate, I cancelled 
more than half the services of my 
church in favor of the present pro- 
gram going on in our town. From the 
first of these services which I have 
been'able to attend, the evangelist 


has been very free in his criticism of 
preachers. This is a,free country, and 
freedom of speech is one of the priv- 
ileges guaranteed to everyone by our 
government. But When one doctor 
turns loose in indiscriminate denunc- 
iations of the medical profession, he 
not only damages other doctors, but 
he is likely to preach, himself out of a 
clientele, and .if he is^able'to live by 
his "profession at all, he will do so by 
feeding upon the clients of others. But 
these are not the reasons'why I am 
now withdrawing my further support 
to the present evangelistic effort going 
on in .Hope.- 1 'care very little what 
other preachers think of my real, or 
supposed, weaknesses. I have many. 
" .Now 'to 'come to the point. Last 
Sunday night while preaching on the 
subject "What Is the Matter With the 
Church," the_ evangelist took occasion 
to condemn in most severe7terms, the 
work' of our Sunday Schools. We ad- 
mit that our 'Sunday Schools could 
be improved. But they are copied 
and built up after the most approved 
methods .of- teaching. We haye not 
attained the ideal yet. .But that is no 
reason for wholesale condemnation of 
the teaching staff, the officers,'or the

Jews Persecuted 


for Independence 


Rev. 
W. R. Rogers Holds 


German Events Too Re- 


cent for Judgment 


A small, but appreciative audience 


Monday night at Hope city hall, heard 
the Rev. Wallace R. Rogers, pastor of 
Firct Baptist church of this city, dis- 
cuss "The 'Significance of the Perse- 
cution of the Jews." under the aus- 
pices of the International Relations 
committee of the Hope B. & P. W. 
Club, of which Miss Jean Laseter is 
chairman. 


Dr. Rogers stressed the fact that 


the persecution of the Jew which has 
just taken place in Germany, is too 
recent to bo correctly studied or dis- 
cussed, that years will be necessary 
tn create a persepctive which will 
make discussion fair and unbiased. 


"Two 
factors," 
said Dr. Rogers, 


must be considered before harsh crit- 
icism or unstinted praise are allowed. 
These arc the nearness, historically 
speaking, of all that has taken place, 
and the human characteristics of prej- 
udice. The latter is perhaps worse 
than the former, for the prejudices 
which bring about racial abuse, will 
also bring cbout false statements con- 
cerning abuse." 


The speaker cited tales of atrocities 


pcrpctarled during the World war 
which served to fan so-called patriot- 
ism to an intense heat, but time has 
disproven the veracity of the reports. 


"There must be more than one side 


to such a 
tremendously 
important 


question as the one we are discussing 
tonight," said Dr. Rogers, "and it is 
well to consider it from different an- 
gles before forming 
conclusions of 


sort." 


"Hitler's dislike for the Jew, en- 


dorsed by his Nazi supporters, is bas- 
ed primarily on the nationalistic spirit 
predominant in Germany, as in many 
other countries of the world. The 
Jew refuses to bas assimilated; he has

Clues Doubtful as Officers 


Hold One Man Out 


of Town 


Although one man was held in an- 


other city in the technical custody of 
Hope officers in connection with a se- 
ries of safe roberies here during the 
week-end, no charge against him had 
been filed Tuesday, Deputy Prosecut- 
ing Attorney John Vesey said. 


Chief of Police Clarence Baker and 


his force of officers delved deeper 
into the robberies in an effort to bring 
about an arrest and a solution to the 
raiding of four business houses and 
the cracking of three safes which net- 
ted robbers over $500 in loot. 


Officers 
withheld 
the 
suspect's 


name on account of his mental con- 
dition and the lack of clues, they said. 


Business houses entered were: Hope 


Feed 'Store, Ritichie Grocer company, 
Southern Grain & Produce Co., and 
Young Chevrolet company. 


One suspect was picked up when 


officers learned that he had been 
seen prowling around the Southern 
Grain & Produce company in his bare 
feet in the early morning hours fol- 
lowing the attempted robbery of that 
place. It was entered Wednesday and 
Frida'y nights. The combination of the 
safe was battered and knocked off, 
but the robber failed in his effort to 
open it. 


When the suspect was questioned 


by police he denied any knowledge 
of the four robberies. He was seen 
around the Southern Grain building 
early Saturday morning. 


None of the loot has been recover- 


ed, except some insurance papers, 
mortgages and deeds that were taken 
from the Hope Feed store. They were 
found in a clump of weeds on South 
Pine street where they were tossed. 


Over $200 was taken in checks and 


currency from the safe of Hope Feed 
store on West Third street. At Ritchie 
Grocer company $292.75 was taken in 
cigarette and cigar stamps. A small 
amount of change was stolen from 
Young Chevrolet, while at Southern 
Grain & Produce company nothing 
was missing after two unsuccessful 
attempts to open the safe.

PROVIDENCE, R, I.-(tf>)-A more 


than four to one vote favoring repeal 
of the Eighteenth amendment was dis- 
closed in-returns from 26 of Rhode 
Island's 39 cities and towns Monday 
night. The vote was 25,901 for repeal 
and 5,902 against. 


The 26 communities had voted 25,- 


108 for repeal and 9,231 against repeal 
in the 1930 referendum. 


In 1930 the state showed itself wet 


by somewhat more than four to one. 


The voters are choosing 31'delegates 


to attend the state convention May 8 
when Rhode Island's stand on prohi- 
bition will be made known officially. 
The wets and drys each have, a slate 
of 31 delegates in the field, and the 
electorate is voting for slates rather 
than for individuals.
